They looked in 
and saw the magnificent sarcophagi, 
but in trying to enter the chambers 
of the dead they were repulsed by 
flames of fire burking forth from with­ 
in. 
The frightened workmen closed 
the entrance to the vault, the exact 
location of which has been forgotten.

Tulsa, Okla., 
Nov. 
29.—To 
com­ 
memorate the arrival of 
the 
Osage 
Indians into the 
Indian 
Territory, 
survivors of the original band, less 
than 
three score, are planning for 
a reunion to be held near the new 
Osage county town of Grainola. When 
the Osages first came to their pres­ 
en t reservation, after giving up their 
homes in Kansas, 
they 
numbered 
many thousands in number. War with 
neigh!x>ring Indians 
depleted 
their 
ranks, which today number less than 
2,300. 
The survivors are extremely old. 
An invitation to take part in the 
festivities will be extended to all full- 
blood 
members of the tribes 
with 
which the Osages used to battle.
